EXAMINATIONS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 
j j Colleges of Letters and of Science will be held 
in Berkeley, Los Angeles and Marysville, May 31st, 
June 1st and üd, and in Berkeley only August Stb, 
0th and 10th. 
Candidates will assemble in Berkeley punctually 
at S:30 A. m., in North Hall ; and at the same hoar 
in the High School Building, corner Temple and 
Fort streets, Los Ang les ; ana in the County Court­ 
room, corner Sixth and D streets, Marysville. 
A fee of $5 will be charged to all applicants at 
Los Angeles and Marysville. 
A candidate may take part of the examinations in 
June, and the remaining examinations in August, 
but preliminar}' examinations may not be so divided. 
Candidates will not be admitted to the preliminary 
examinations without certificates from their teach­ 
ers that they are prepared. 
An applicant who has not been able to attend a 
school in which complete preparation for the Uni­ 
versity is offered, and who passes a good examina­ 
tion on subjocts 1, 2, 3, 4 and 14, may be admitted 
to a partial course in any one of the Colleges of Sci­ 
ence, with the privilege of gaining full standing 
whenever he makes up hi3 deficiencies.

B o sto n , May 7th.—The excitement over 
the shooting was tremendous. W ithin a few 
minutes a great crowd blocked the street in 
the neighborhood of the Chief’s offics, 15 
Pemberton Square. The news spread rapid­ 
ly through the city, crowds gathered in front 
of the newspaper office?, and nothing else 
was talked of. The wound in the arm is the 
worst, and the surgeons do not deem it pru. 
dent to attompt to extract the ball. There 
has been great loss of blood, and the bnllet 
lies dangerously near tbe artery in the elbow. 
Brennan was a member of the Thirteenth 
Massachusetts Regiment, and on a three 
months’ leave of absence from the Soldiers’ 
Home at Tagus Springs, Maine. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.l 
B o sto n , May 7tb.—Careful inquiry de­ 
velops the fact that Brennan had in contem­ 
plation a number of tragedies. 
After trying 
to find Dr. Jelly, he visited the City Hall in 
search of Inspectors Gerraughty and Lynch, 
whem he intended to kill. Later he went to 
the State House, looking for some one else. 
Tbe intended victims were absent in each 
case, and Chief Wade was the first man on 
tbe list whom he found at bis post. The first 
seen of Brennan by the City Hall detectives 
was about a -year and a half ago, when he 
called to get police assistance in one of his 
domestic troubles. Seeing he was unbalanced. 
Inspectors Gerraughty and Lynch humored 
him by promising to put a large force at 
work. Soon after Gerranghty received a let­ 
ter from him, mailed at the Taunton Asylum. 
He wrote that his principal trouble there 
was

Inspector Ger­ 
raughty asked him how he got out.

Yon see as long as yon’re not insane they will 
keep yen there. But one day I thought I 
would change tack, and when they asked me 
I Baid, ’ Why, yes, of course I ’m insane, or 
else why should I be here ? ’ The next day I 
got my discbaige.” He asked about his case, 
which the officers were at work upon. 
Ger­ 
raughty told him it was all fixed up, and his 
enemies disposed cf. The fellow believed thia 
at first, but presently exclaimed, “ No ! you 
haven’t finished it. 
I bear the telephone in 
my ear now. 
You must get it out.” Early 
in the morning Brennan visited the shop 
where he was once employed. 
After review­ 
ing his fancied wrongs, he Baid he was going 
np on the hill to fix a man np there. 
Al­ 
though he did not speak his name, he re­ 
ferred to Governor Butler.

A PLAIN REPLY TO A S0LISITI0U3 
CORRESPONDENT, 
“ Paiisanias ” is a correspondent whom 
we know to be a patriotic citizen, desiring 
the best for his country. Our correspond- 
t-ni asks us to very plainly and simply 
explain what we mean by “ spoils haul­ 
ers,” and ssya : 
“ The men who contribute of their 
means to insure party triumph, who labor 
for the political organization, the ascend­ 
ancy cf which they believe to he essential 
to national prosperity, should enjoy the 
rewards that flow from victory. 
He is no 
partisan who is simply enrolled, but gives 
neither of his substance, his energy, nor 
his time, to secure party victory. 
There 
never was a time in the United States 
when the popular will was not expressed 
through party forms, nor ever will be. 
The best men do the best thinking, and 
should be the best workers in the party. 
Why then oppose men who have labored 
for the party, when they entertain an am­ 
bition to fill an office, which must be 
filled ? 
Why pass by the man who ha3 
freely contributed to the success of his 
party, for oue who has done nothing by 
contribution, nor has lifted his voice in ad­ 
vocacy of the principles that should direct 
the policy of the country ? The facts that 
in organization make up party, are realiy 
the expressions of the people, and, there­ 
fore, under a democratic form, define the 
policy of the government. It is therefore 
only through party that a representative 
government can be kept truly representa­ 
tive, and hence the men who fight in the 
van are deserving of party recognition.” 
It may as well be explained here that 
“ Pausauias” objecte totheapplication of the 
term “ spoils" a3 used in treating of the am­ 
bition of certain citizens who aspire to fill 
the vacant Postmastership, and be alleges 
that the incumbent assistant has not been an 
active party worker or contributor. It was 
exactly this kind of issue which gave birth to 
civil seivice reform. We have no intention 
now to consider the question discursively ; 
its principles are too firmly established to 
call for new defenses. “ Pausanias” is so­ 
licitous that any reply shall bo “ plain, 
simple and free from generalities,” 
and he may be gratified l^y exceeding sim­ 
plification, for no subject is more capable 
of simplicity in treatment. The mistake 
our correspondent makes throughout is iu 
confusing Government service with party 
reward. Service for the Government is ren­ 
dered all the people; party reward is the gift 
of but a portion of the people. All who hold 
with “ Pausanias” must, before they can 
intelligently approach this subject, disas­ 
sociate party and government ; they must 
distinguish between party as a moans to an 
end, and government as an end that is not 
a party dependency. 
If “ Pausanias,” as we know him to be, 
is attached to his party simply and solely 
because he believes its doctrines to be 
right, and its organization to be representa­ 
tive cf the best elements, his reward is 
found in tha ascendancy of its principles, 
and not in “ place,” for which ho has never 
asked. Bet if he were attached to bis 
party because only of 
the possible 
“ spoils” he might gather on its entry 
into power, ho would be unworthy his 
party ; if it bestowed its favors upon 
him because of his support it would out­ 
rage his integrity, and insult his intelli­ 
gence. If, as wo know he does, he desires 
the best for his country, he wishes its civil 
service to be efficient, and discharged by 
competency and never to be made subordi­ 
nate to party reward. If his party is 
what it claims to be, It will apply the prin­ 
ciples to civil service that obtain in pri­ 
vate business, and these demand efficiency, 
stimulate the ambition to advance, and 
hold ont as a legitimate reward the assur­ 
ance of permanency in place and the hope 
of preferment—and this because of self 
interest, for business never offers sacrifice 
to sentiment. 
If reward for party service ia to be the 
rule, then they who contribute the most, or 
who do the meanest and most disagreeable 
political work, should receive the richest 
reward. This would divide the loaves and 
fishes among those most richly endowed 
with worldly goods, and the political saints 
and w h i t e -winged angels if the immacn- 1 
lute “ F.rst ” or “ the bloody Tenth ” ward, j 
the scavengers and garbage track men of j 
political parties, fcr it must be admitted 


that while “ the beet thinking men should 
be the best workers,” as our correspondent 
puts it, they are not. They are not the 
men who get down into the gutters, where, 
according to the political methods of the 
day, effective work is done. We hardly 
think “ Pausanias” will consent to go to 
this extent, but it is where his logic inevi- 
tsbly leads. It will compel him to confess 
that the party worker has the inalienable 
right to “ make even ” upon the Govern­ 
ment when once he is tethered at the 
pnblic crib. It will justify the “ mana­ 
gers ” in levying upon the salaries of 
incmnbents, and thus making “ place” a 
mere matter of purchase. “ Pausaniss” will 
admit that this very practice is at the root 
of the vice and corruption which have 
brought official holdings into disrepute. 
His logic will carry him further still, and 
make every subordinate in governmental 
employ the miserable tool and Blave of 
the party manager, and his tenure of office 
dependent upon the mercy of the nnscru- 
puloua and dishonest ward wire-puller, a 
practice that our correspondent will con­ 
fess hardly conduces to official independ­ 
ence, or calls to the civil service the high­ 
est ability, or inclines officials to serve the 
nation rather than the party. There is no 
objection to partisans, contributing volun­ 
tarily to legitimate party expenses, but the 
man should be sole judge of the measure 
of his ability. It is the duty of the par­ 
tisan to labor for the ascendency of hiB 
party, but it should be because he ia at­ 
tached to its principles and not for hope of 
reward. 
In the case in point, the in­ 
cumbent in line of promotion in the Sacra­ 
mento Postoffice is opposed by men whose 
sole claim to the place is that ef reward 
for party work, and this we please to term 
an exemplification of the infamous plunder 
practice, the vicious and unholy spoils 
system. Those who support this system 
deny the virtue of the civil service reform 
principle, but confess their pitiful weak­ 
ness by responding to curious inquirers 
that the gentleman who ought to be the 
preferred candidate “should be retained, 
of course.” But, to waive higher consid­ 
erations, it may be added that this civil 
service reform candidate, unless we are 
grievously misinformed, has not been illib­ 
eral in independent aid to a party that is a 
thing with him of life-long attachment.

But “ Pausanias” forgets that offi­ 
cial regulations very wisely prohibit, at least 
the conscientious, from active participation 
iu political affairs, even if from the early 
and late hours of arduous duty the official 
can so fcemean himself as to snatch time to 
put up caucus jobs, lay wires, manipulate 
primaries aud bully or buy voters, and 
generally do dirty work for bands of office- 
seekers, whose chief springs of action are 
found in pay and plunder and a little brief 
authority. 
The converse cf the propositions thns 
called to the attention of our correspond­ 
ent as lying at the basis of civil service re­ 
form, was made shamefully manifest in the 
case of the late Pest Inspector Boggs, who 
was rewarded by party at the expense of 
the best interests of the people. That 
lamentable scandal would never have dis­ 
graced the State but for the infamous doc­ 
trine of party plunderism.

IT FAVOR* DYNAMITE METHODS. 
Our evening contemporary, referring to 
the dangers that environ the Czar, says : 
“ Certain it is that so long as the present 
disaffection lasts there can be no such thing 
as safety for the Czar. No power can suc­ 
cessfully contend against the bomb-throw­ 
ers. And if these or any reforms shall be 
thus brought about they may be ascribed 
to the virtues of dynamite and to the 
courage of those who dare to throw it at 
the proper time and at the proper party.”

comss the German commission, appointed 
expressly to inquire into that subject, and 
report, after a long investigation of the 
most searching character, that polluted 
water is not a means of propagating chol­ 
era, etc. It may and does cause morbid 
affections, and pure water is to be sought 
in preference always as a hygienic measure; 
but the old idea it effectually explodes. 


Tiib San Jose Mercury thinks th»t in orange- 
growing California has reached a stage ot overpro­ 
duction. The mariet prices are now so low that 
they return uo adequate reward to the grower. We 
must find a broader market, can the fruit or lessen 
the area cf the orchards. Tha fruit cannot be canned 
or preserved as is done with the peach, apricot or 
plum. It is suggested that it may be crushed and 
a wine and a syrup made of it. We doubt if that 
will prove feasible. The only thing to be done, 
then, is to look for markets abroad, or limit the 
cu'tivation to the local demand.

In tha first case, where property had been at­ 
tached by the Government, which it was al­ 
leged had been deeded by Howgate to other 
parties, although tha deed was not recorded, 
the Court decided advertely to the Govern­ 
ment, and dismissed the attachments.

A Gallant Officer in Trouble. 
W a sh in g to n, May 7th.—The resignation 
of Lientenant-Colonei Guido Iiges, of the 
Eighteenth Infantry, to tike effect in Janu­ 
ary next, has been received at the War De­ 
partment, having been forwarded from Gen­ 
eral Terry’s headquarters. Secretary Lin- 
cold directed thvt it be returned, with in­ 
structions that if the resignation be tendered 
to take effect immediately, it will be accepted, 
and that a Court-martial be ordered to try 
him upon a charge of disputing his pay ac­ 
counts. 
Ilgea was one of thoRe who daring the waF 
of the rebellion appeared to have a charmed 
life, having been engaged in over eighty hot 
engagements and came through unscathed. 
He warred against the Apaches after the 
close of the w*r, and conducted a brilliant 
winter campaign against the northern hostiles 
in Montana three years ago. He is a man of 
intrepid bravery, and those of the army 
who personally know him feel sympathy for 
him despite the charge resting against him.

The House, how­ 
ever, adopted it under a suspension of the 
rules, without debate. Tbe Senate adopted 
a resolution recognizing the abi ity, service 
and integrity of O.kes Arnee, and asking for 
a like recognition on the part of Congress. 
Electric Incorporations. 
Albany (N. Y.), May 7th.—Thomas A. 
Edi* n and other», representing a capital of 
$2,000,000, have Sled papers with the Secre­ 
tary of State, incorporating the Electric 
Railway Company of the Unitsd States. 
The object is to develop electricity as a motor 
for the propulsion cf railroad trains. 
The Molecular Mutual Telephone and 
Telegraph Company was also incorporated 
here to-day. 
The Labor Troubles. 
New York, May 7th.—The Sun draws a 
glcomy picture of the labor prospects, owing 
to the strikes alieady begun and those threat­ 
ened. Besides the coal miners, there are the 
tanners, shoemakers, bricklayers and other 
trades in the central States, and in the to­ 
bacco trade?. A tleep feeling of resentment 
exists at the failure to secure advanced wages 
from legislation. Ali these strike?, however, 
are eclipsed by the prospect looming up from 
the failure of the Pittsburg Conference, 
which threatens to throw ont 10,000 men in 
the mill and furnaces cf Pittsburg district 
and dependencies. The outlook for the sum­ 
mer is ominous, for that the contagion in 
strikes is catching from trade to trade when 
once begun, has often been remarked. 
P ittsburg, May 7th.—The coal miners in 
eleven pits along the Pan Handle road are re­ 
ported working at the reduction. The strik­ 
ers are working hard to get all the miners out, 
and expect to make the suspension of work 
general by to-morrow. Meetings were held 
at Mansfield for that purpose to-day. The 
miners’ officials say that if necessary the 
river miners will stop work, to cut off the 
supply of railroad operators, and if they fail 
tbe Association will endeavor t? get the co­ 
operation of the miners of Ohio and Mary­ 
land.The suspension of nail factories for two 
weeks, which w»s to go into effect to-day, has 
been postponed indefinitely. The trade is 
reported good. 
Boston, May 7th.—Tbe Union printers 
employed at the University Press, Cambridge, 
struck work to-day, being dissatisfied with 
the present rate. 
. 
A labor lockout at various Marblehead shoe 
manufactories began this morning, and 1.400 
operatives aro idle at the different branches. 
) The ¡.hoe maoufactuiies rtc.p.ed work rather 
j than accept the new price-list. Tee L&sier»’. 


Union have not nominated a price-list to the 
manufacturer?, but probably will do go this 
evening. Both sides are firm. 
The Celebrated “ Granger Case” Decided. 
W ashington, May 7th.—A decision w 
rendered in the United States Supreme Court 
today iu the so-called “ Granger case” of 
Neil Ruggie?, plaintiff in error, against the 
people of tbe State of Illinds. This case 
arises out of the facts below set forth : 
On the 5th of March, 1873, Morgan A. 
Lewis, a passenger on a train of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad Company, 
tendered Neil Rugglee, a conductor of that 
company, 18 cents, as the fare for his trans­ 
portation from Buda to Neponset, a distance 
of six miles. This was at tne maximum rate 
of 3 cents per mile, prescribed by tha statute 
of Illinois then in force. The conductor de­ 
manded 20 cents, which was the fare fixed by 
tbe railroad company. Lewis refused to pay 
more than 18 cents, and tbe conductor there­ 
upon attempted to eject him from the car. 
For this act the conductor was prosecuted be­ 
fore a Justice of the Peace, upon a charge of 
assault and battery, and fined $10 aDd costs. 
This case was then carried up through the 
State Courts by successive appeals, the reil- 
road company sustaining the conductor, and 
raising the question of the right of the State 
to interfere with its business by fixing the 
rates of fare and transportation. A decision 
was finally rendered in fivor of the ¿State by 
its highest Court, aud the railroad company 
thereupon appealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, on the ground that the 
Act of the General Assembly of Illinois of 
April 15, 1871, fixing the maximum rate of 
charges for the transportation of passengers 
on railroads in the State wab unconstitutional 
and void, because it impaired the obligation 
of the contract c retained in the charters of 
the various companies which were merged 
into the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Company by the consolidation. This Court 
bolds: 
First—That grants of immunity from legiti­ 
mate governmental control are never to be re­ 
sumed. On the contrary, the presumptions 
are all the other way, and unless exemption is 
clearly established, the Legislature is free to 
act on all subjects within its general jurisdic­ 
tion as the public interests may seem to re­ 
quire. A State may limit the amount of 
charges by railroad companies for fares and 
freights, unless restrained by some contract 
in the charter. 
Second—That in the present esse there, is 
no such restraint. The State, it is true, has 
given the Board of Directors nf the railroad 
company the power to establish such rates of 
tolls for the conveyance of persons or prop­ 
erty as th r y shall from time to time, by their 
laws, determine ; but such by-laws must not 
be rcpugnsnt to the Constitution and law3 
of the State. If the State had no legislative 
power to regulate the charges cf carriers for 
hire, the caso would be different; but that 
question h&3 b:en settled, aud the amended 
charter which this company secured from the 
Legislature must be construed iu the light of 
that established power. The judgment of the 
Supreme Court cf Illinois ia effirmed, with 
costs. 
Opinion by Chief Justice Waite. Justice 
Harlan concurs in the judgment but not in 
the opinion. 
A decision was also rendered by the Court 
in tbe case of the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company, plaintiff iu error, against the leo- 
ple cf the State of Illinoi?, which involves 
precisely the same questions which were pre­ 
sented in the preceding case. For the rea­ 
sons given by the Court in its opinion iu that 
case, the judgment of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois is affiimed. 
The Chinese Laundry Ordinance In Ihe 
Tailed States Supreme Court. 
W ashington, May 7;h.—A decision was 
rendered in ¡ha LTnited States Supreme Court 
to-day in the Chínete civil rights case, No. 
1230, cx parte Tcm Tong, on petition for a 
writ of habeas coipus. This case comes here 
upon certificate of division of opiuion be­ 
tween the Judges of the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court for tbe District of California. 
Tom Tong, the petitioner, a subject of tha 
Emperor of China, was arrested and impris­ 
oned in San Francisco on tha 14th of January 
last, for ignoring and refusing to obey an or­ 
dinance of the Board of Supervisors to regu­ 
late the licensing and maintenance of public 
laundri.s in that city. He petitioned the 
Unit e! States Circuit Court for a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus, on the ground that he was un­ 
lawfully arrested, and was deprived of his 
liberty in contravention of the Constitution 
of the United States and of the Bur­ 
lingame treaty. The Judges of tbe 
Circuit 
Court were unable to 
agree 
upon the answers to the questions raised by 
the petition, and they therefore certified such 
questions to this Court for its judgment. 
This Court also holds that the only questions 
which may be certified to it on a division of 
opinion 
before judgment are those which 
grow ont of the trial or bearing of criminal 
proceedings before the Circuit Court. In the 
present ca es, the petitioner is held under a 
criminal process and prosecution against him 
in a criminal prosecution, but a writ of habeas 
corpus which he seeks is cot a proceeding in 
that prosecution. 
On the contrary, it 
is a new suit brought by him to en­ 
force the civil rights which he claim?, 
as against those who are holding him in 
custody iu a criminal process. 
This 
Court has no jurisdiction of the case in 
its present fcrm, and must remand it to the 
Ciicuit Court for further proceedings, accord­ 
ing fo law. Opinion by Chief Justice Waite. 
In the closely allied case of ex parte Hung 
Hong, which is a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus, filed as an original action in this 
Court, and which grows out of precisely the 
same state cf fact?, the Court holds that ex­ 
cept in cases affecting Embassadors or other 
pnblic Ministers or Consuls, and those in 
which a State is a party, it can issue a writ 
only for the purpo3eof reviewing the decision 
of some inferior officer or Court. This pe­ 
tition presents no such case, and the writ is 
therefore denied. Opiniou by Chief Justice 
Waite. 
Governor Butler on “ A ssisted” Im m i­ 
gration. 
B oston, May 7th.—A letter has been writ­ 
ten ’to the Secretary of State by Governor 
Butler, concerning the landing of English and 
Irish paupers at this port. The Governor 
says: “ One cargo of these immigrants has 
already arrived in BostOD, and another is mo­ 
mentarily expected. If I (meanirg Governor 
Bntler) were convinced that it was in the 
power ot thi3 commonwealth to p-event their 
landing, I should deem it my duty so to do. 
Many of the people who have arrived here 
immediately become a charge to the common­ 
wealth. I have the strongest and deepest 
sympathy with these poor people, and if 
landed, will endeavor to see that they are hu­ 
manely and properly cared for. I recog­ 
nize and rejoice in the theory upon which 
our Government was founded—that America 
ehould be a home for tbe oppressed and down­ 
trodden everywhere. We welcome, there­ 
fore, all, however humble, who come to us cf 
their own free will, aided by their enterprise, 
energy and resources, which people, whether 
men or women, and their children, are a 
source of wealth to this country.” The Gov­ 
ernor further asks the Secretary to take 
measures, legal and proper, to prevent the 
landing of Buch exportation, at least within 
the limits of Massachusetts, and promises the 
Secretary whatever aid tbe Executive of the 
State may be able to give. 
Collision in Central Park. 
N ew Y ork, May 7th.—Another collisior, 
with serious results, occurred in Central Park 
today. Ahorse attached to a victoria, iu 
which were seated Mrs. Levi Lawton, of Cin­ 
cinnati, now on a visit to W. G. Davies, 308 
L?xiogton avenue, and a lady friend, became 
frightened and dcshed away through the 
crowded east drive. At Eighty-sixth street 
the runaway animal came in collision with a 
coach, and Mrs. Lawton and the driver of 
the v’ctoria. FrederickPlowmaD, wera thrown 
heavi'y to the ground. Mrs. Lawton was se­ 
riously cut aud bruised, and Plowman’s arm 
is broken. 
The Internal Bcvenue Comml?sloncr»hlp 
W a sh in g t o n, May 7th.—Senator Cullnm 
has dropped Matthews as a candidate for 
Commissioner cf Internal Revenue, and it is 
understood presented the name of David Ht- 
tler, cf Springfield. 
The reason for this is 
supposed to be that Cullom does not want to 
ti.ke the chaDces of dis.’avor at the White 
House by indorsing Logan’s candidate, but 
at the same time takes a leading position by 
naming one of Logan’s chief supporters, whom 
Logan must favor. 
The Fire Kecord. 
St. Locis, May 7th.—About a dozen busi­ 
ness houses aud residences in East St. Louis 
were burned this morning. 
St. Louis, May 7th.—The fire was not got 
under control until twenty-two small stores 
and dwellings were destroyed.

R e c o e d -U n io n : A n article appears 
this morning th at does me a great injustice, 
and places my business relations in an un­ 
favorable light before the public. 
Besides, I 
was treated with such indignities by the offi­ 
cer of the law, th at I doubted if I was liv­ 
ing in a free country. 
I am an adopted citi­ 
zen of the United States, engaged in en 
honorable and useful occupation. 
I spent 
many years learning m y trade as a manu­ 
facturing jeweler. 
A ll manufacturing jew ­ 
elers buy old gold and m elt it down to work 
it over. 
I bought a chain from a young 
man of years of discretion, and paid him fcr 
it by weight—twenty-one pennyweights of 
twelve-carat gold—and paid him §9 for it, all 
it was worth as old gold—and then melted it 
up in the course of my business, as ail m anu­ 
facturing jewelers are doing every day. 
On 
last Saturday officer Jackson came into my 
shop and wanted to see the chair, and I toid 
him it was melted up, and than he asked 
about 3 tint-, and I showed him my stock cf 
old gold. 
H e examined a ring made by a 
Chinaman, and asked me if I bought it from 
a young m an, and when I told him I got it 
from aa old man he went away, and 1 sup­ 
posed was satisfied. 
A bout 9 o’clock that 
night the same officer appeared again at my 
shop aad demanded the ring. I told him that 
I had w orked-it up, as I needed the gold. 
H e then became very abusive, and took me, 
without any w arrant or authoiity of law, to 
the station-house. 
When there, he used vio­ 
lent, profane, abusive and threatening lan­ 
guage toward me, and made insinuations that 
hs knew me of old, etc.; r.ndsaid, in abusive 
and obscene language, th at if be had me 
alone in the dark hs would fix me. 
Now, I 
ask, is that the way to treat re.-pectable cit­ 
izens iu this country ? M y friends, who 
came down to bail me out, who are as honor­ 
able and respected ci izeos as'any in this city, 
and business men on J street, were also 
grossly and indecently insulted by officer 
Jackson, who asked them, insinuatingly, if 
they were with me in this business, etc., etc. 
No gold was found on my person at the 
station-house, as my jswelry-box was taken 
down with me, and what gold wan found was 
in the hrix. 
I did cot expect the cfficer back, 
or I should not have m elted the ring in ques­ 
tion, but I supposr-d he was satisfied, and I 
needed the gold. 
Now, I ask you if the offi­ 
cers of the law have a right to go to a man’s 
place of business at 9 o’clock at night and 
drag him to prison, without a w arrant even, 
on a mere suspicion or rumor, and insult and 
abuse and threaten him with impunity ? If 
th at is free America, I am disappointed in 
glories of my adopted country.

that evening sermon one of the points I made 
was that we were not to euppjee th at those 
who p:ri-hed so sadly were any greater sin­ 
ners than others who were spared. 
If there 
is anything which a humane and tender­ 
hearted minister shrinks from, it is from 
being suspected of having the hardihood to 
sit in judgment on his unfortunate fellow- 
men, or the brutality to compare such suf­ 
ferers as the victims of this late calamity to 
Nero.

The opinion of the farmers in the vicinity 
of Sacramento is th at the late rain, although 
a severe one, has been more benefit to the 
farmers than it has been injury. 
The benefit 
is to late-sowed grain and to pasturage, while 
the injury is to hay which has been cut and 
to grain which is far advanced, tbe result to 
the latter being th at much of it has been 


lodged. 
The Sacramento river has not raised 
very much as yst, but it ¡3 expected 
th at to-d&y the waters from the upper 
tributaries will reach this city and cause it to 
rise a great deal more.

Lost even’ng Sergeant Berwick said : 
The 
end appears to be reached of one of the most 
unprecedented storms th at ever occurred dur­ 
ing. the month of M ay for the paBt thirty- 
four years. 
The rainlali for the storm up to 
8 P. M. last night was 2 52 inches, making 
the same amount: for the month, 10 23 inches 
for tDe year, and 17.78 inches for the season. 
The average rainfall for the past thirty years 
is 19.15 inches, which includes the entire,.oa- 
sons for each year. 
The present season up to 
date is only 1.37 inches behind the average 
precipitation for ¡be pari thirty seasons ; and 
there is three and a half months, not yet 
pasted, belonging to 
the present season.

I t íb 
nearly twice as much es fell in any m onth of 
May since 1849. 
The greatest quantity ever 
known in any previous M ay was in 1853, 
when the record Bhowed nearly 2.5 inches.
